TWIN MEASURES. 


T 


HE secretary of the Omaha Commercial Club, 
Mr. John E. Utt, in an interview, refers to the 


rivers and harbors bill as the twin of irrigation 
measures. 
The term is in accordance with the 


views of the editor of The Journal, who nearly two 
years ago in these columns maintained that the 
irrigation matter should rank equally with and in 
the same order as rivers and harbors and all other 
questions that nre considered under the general 
bead of internal improvements. 


The apt connection made by Secretary Utt was 


inspired by an eastern dispatch which stated that 
the eastern cities were beginning a vigorous cam- 
paign for largely increased appropriation for the 
improvement of the rivers and harbors and are ap- 
pealing to the west for help to pass a bill for an 
appropriation of $5o,coo,coD, which will be intro- 
duced at the next session of Congress. 


It is a well known fact that the appropriations 


for yacht stations, pleasure ponds and channeling 
of private creeks in the eastern States make up 
fully one half of all of the river and harbor appro- 
priations which have been made by Congress. And 
yet the east contends, in its piteous ippeal for help, 
that such appropriations are of incalculable benefit 
to the west! They complain bitterly of the defeat 
of the bill in the l.".st session, which at first entirely 
ignored western rivers, while it appropriated Sio,- 
000,000 for New York, $8,oo»,ooo for Philadelphia, 
$5,000,000 for Boston and many other millions for 
other eastern harbors and for ditches which run 
through the private grounds of eastern millionaires. 
Not a dollar was included for the improvement of 
the Mississippi river until, "to satisfy those southern 
and western money grabbers," the miserly sum of 
$50,000 was inserted, and which was afterwards 
increased to the princely amount of $250,000, to 
protect the billions of dollars worth of property 
owned by small fanners and the residents of the 
towns along its banks, except §100.000 which was 
to be expended along the entire length of the 
stream, which carries more water than half or the 
eastern rivers combined. This was how the west 
was to be benefited by the rivers and harbors bill. 


It is time that the west should "look a little out" 


for itself. As Secretary Utt says: - ' By all means 
the rivers and harbors bill has a twin in irrigation 
legislation, which will not only create homes for 
many millions of American citizens, but sustain the 
many millions of homes already created against re- 
currence of drouth conditions which would destroy 
them. So nearly is the irrigation legislation a twin 
to rivers and harbors legislation that, like the Siam- 
ese twins, they should live or die together." 


If Mr. New lands' irrigation bill is killed nest 


winter, let the rivers and harbors be left to take 
care of themselves. They can as well afford it as 
the 75,000,000 of acres of .semi-arid land can afford 
to await the element which will render them as 
productive as the Valley of the Nile and increase 
the wealth of the nation a hundred per cent more 
than the expenditure of twice the amount neces- 
sary for their reclamation, as it has been expended 
for the improvement of the pleasure grounds of 
eastern millionaires, and incidentally that of the 
rivers and harbors of the same "persecuted" sec- 
tion. The people of the west have waited long 
enough lor the spirit of justice to inspire the habi- 
tants of the east to accord them the rights and 
recognition to which they are entitled as parts of 
the nation and contributors to the support of the 
government which is supposed to incfke no discrim- 
ination in favor of or inimicpl to the interests of any 
section or State. 


So let the twins theory be adopted, and the Siam- 


ese twins at that. Let the life or death of one de- 
pend upon that of the other. 
It is not retaliation. 


It is simply obedience to the first law- of nature— 
se protection. Paraphrasing the Indian motto of 
"«o money, no work," let tlie shibboleth of the 
friends of irrigation be henceforth, and if necessary 
until the end of time: "No irrigation, no rivers and 
harbors." Let them live or die together.

As a matter of fact newspaper publishers donate 
more to the public in the way of free advertising of 
the resources of the section; encouragement and 
promotion of public and private enterprises and a 
hundred other things, the cost of the type-setting 
alone of which is ten times more than is bestowed in 
charity and donated for public purposes by any be- 
grudger of the publisher's compensation for a few 
inches of space in the columns of his paper. "

MATRIMONIAL FEVER ON SHIPBOARD.

IXTY of 400 school teachers who embarked on a 


transport from San Francisco, sometime ago 


for the Philippines under a requisition of superin- 
tendent Adkinson, fell under Cupids darts, and 
were married upon the arrival of the ship at Hono- 
lulu. The delegation was pretty evenly divided, as 
to sexes, and as they were mostly strangers when 
they passed through the Golden Gate, that the 
matrimonial fever ran high on ship board, is mani- 
fested by the above figures, and the short time of 
the run between San Francisco and the Hawaiian 
Islands, If the fever continues proportionately un- 
til the arrival of the vessel at the Philippines there 
is a richer haul in store for the hymeneal knot tyers 
at Manila than was ever enjoyed by the clergy and 
local judiciary of Reno during the most prosperous 
splicing season of California divorces. It is not im- 
probable even that some enterprising parsons will 
take passage en other vessels carrying a force of 
teachers to our eastern colonies, even if the ship 
owners should exact a handsome commission from 
the fees collected. 


It was understood that Superintendent Adkin- 


son held the view generally maintained by the 
employers of teachers here, that married females 
should have no place on the pay rolls of public 
teachers, and it was thought because of such im- 
pression that the schools in the Philippines would 
receive but little benefit from the shipload first in 
transit. 
It was certainly understood that teachers 


in single state only were wanted when the requisi- 
tion was filled. But it appears from unofficial infor- 
mation, that in many of the towns where it is des- 
ignated to establish schools it is regarded desirable 
that a 1 idy teacher should have a strong arm to pro- 
tect her anJ that no one can so effectually furnish 
that powerful limb as a husband and one who is 
likewise of the same profession. If that be true, it 
will be joyful rather than disheartening news to the 
superintendent when he learns that the "protected" 
class hns been or is about to be largely increased by 
the invoice of another cargo which has been cabled 
him.

Probably this vallejr, crested like 
gem far on the suftimit of the 


Rubys, has no equal itt Nevada for 
beauty. Following up Starr val- 
ey from Deeth to the famous "71" 
anch, owned by Joe Scott; the 
well-known western stockn»*n,the 
raveler wends his way up a long 
canyon, leaving the group of val- 
eys west of the Kubys far to the advertisi 
south. By turns and grades he oughly. 
climbs to the divide and finds hirrt- 
ielf finally in a mountain-locked 
valley, not large but hemmed in 
by summits green with chapparal, 
sags clothed in crooked and blunt- 
ed cottonwoodb, and bare granite 
peaks. The sky is clear and the 
white clouds almost touch the 
peaks. Banks of snow still remain 
notwithstanding the long, hot sum- 
mer. Secret valley is 7000 feet 
above the sea level and autumn 
winds and autumn sun has turned 
the grain to the yellow and golden 
narvest, and one is reminded of tLe 
view seen from the summit of the 
:atskills, where the mountain 
ranches, with their brown buck 
wheat fields, makes the landscape 
look like a checkerboard. From 
every canyon comes a stream of 
cold, clear water. From every peak 
springs sends forth the nucleus oi 


mountain stream. 
There are 


only five ranches in the valley, A. 
B. Faussett, Ed Murphy and the 
three Gardners, father and two 
sons. Here they live as free as the 
mountaineers of Switzerland in 
their mountain kingdom, raising 
large fields of grain, cutting many 
acres of wild hay and utilizing 
large pastures for their cattle.
